Width at lower edge 36 ins. 

ABBREVIATIONS;— See page 2. 

TENSION: — To get these measurements it is absolutely 
necessary to worlc at a tension to produce 2 patterns to 
1 inch in width and 4 rows to 1 inch in height. Cheek 
tension — see poge 2. 

THE CAPE.— Make 199 ch 

1st row. — Miss 3 ch., * wool over hook, insert hook in 
next ch., wool over hook, and draw through a loop, wool over 
hook, insert hook in same ch., and draw a loop through, wool 
over hook, and draw through all five loops. 1 ch., wool over 
hook, insert hook in same foundation ch., wool over hook, and 
draw a loop through, wool over hook, insert hook in same ch., 



and draw a loop through, wool over hook, and draw through 
all five loops (this will now be termed “1 Group" throughout), 
miss 2 ch.. repeat from * to the last ch., 1 Group, 3 ch., turn. 
2nd row. — 1 Group in centre of each 1 Group of previous 
row, 3 ch., turn. 

Repeat the 2nd row until the work measures 36 inches from 
the commencement. Do not break off the wool. 

THE HOOD. — Work along the side of the Cape, working 
into the loops made by the 3 turning ch. at the end of every 
row, as follows: — 

1st row. — 1 d.c. in the first loop, * 1 ch., 1 d.c. in the next 
loop, repeat from * to the end of the row, 3 ch., turn. 

2nd row. — 1 Group in the first d.c., * miss (1 ch., I d.c., 
1 ch.), 1 Group in the next d.c., repeat from * to the end 
of the row, 3 ch., turn. 

Repeat the 2nd row, as given for the Cape, twenty timet. 
23rd row. — SI. st. over the first group, work in pattern to the 
end of the row. 

Repeat the 23rd row eleven times. Fasten off. 

TO MAKE UP THE HOOD AND CAPE.— With a 
slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press lightly. Cut the 
satin into strips, f inches in width. With the right tide of the 
satin and the right tide of the Capie facing, sew all round 
the edges. Fold over and slip stitch on the wrong side. 
Gather the front of the Hood to the desired site and bind 
in the tame manner. Using the Embroidery Silk, work 1 row 
of feather stitching round the edge of the binding. The 
satin ribbon may be used for binding, if desired. Make a 
twisted cord and thread round the neck; finish with small 
ta«.se1s.

TENSION: — To get these measurements it is absolutely 
necessary to work at a tension to produce 8 stitches to 
the inch in width. Cheek tension — see page 2. 

THE FRONT. — Using the No. 10 Needles, cast on 13 
Stitches. 

1st row. — Knit plain to the last stitch, increase once in the 
last stitch. 

2nd row. — K.I, purl to the last stitch, increase once in the 
last stitch. 

Repeat these 2 rows three times. 

9th row. — Knit plain to the end of the row, cast on 2 stitches. 
lOth row. — K.I, purl to the end of the row, cast on 2 stitches. 
Repeat the 9th and 10th rows until there are 53 stitches 
on the needle. 

In the next row, knit plain to the end of the row, cast on 
30 stitches. 

In the following row, K.I, purl to the end of the row, cast 
on 30 stitches (113 stitches). 

Proceed as follows: — 

•* 1st row. — K.I, P.2, (K.6, P.3) three times, K.53, P.3, 
(K.6, P.3) twice. K.6, P.2, K.I. 

2ad row.— K.3, (P.6, K.3) three times. P.53. K.3, (P.6, K.3) 
three times. 

3rd row. — K.I, P.2, * take a spare needle and slip the 
next 3 stitches on to it; letting this needle fall to the back 
of the work, knit the next 3 stitches, bring the 3 stitches 
forward, and slip them back on to the needle again, knit 
these 3 stitches (the crossing of these 6 stitches will now be 
termed "Twist” throughout), P.3, repeat from • twice, 
K.53, P.3, (Twist, P.3) twice. Twist, P.2, K.I. 

4th row. — Like the 2nd row. •• 

Continue in pattern, as given from ** to **, until the work 
measures 9 inches from the commencement. 

Using the No. 12 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — K.I, P.2, (K.6, P.3) three times, K.2 tog., K.24, 
K.2 tog., K.23, K.2 tog., P.3, (K.6. P.3) twice, K.6, P.2, K.I. 
2nd row. — K.3, (P.2, K.2, P.2, K.3) three times, (P.2, K.2) 
twelve times, P.2, ^K.3, P.2, K.2, P.2) three times, K.3. 

3rd row.— K.1, P.2, K.2, P.2, K.2, (P.3, K.2, P.2, K.2) twice, 
P.3, (K.2, P.2) twelve times, K.2, (P.3, K.2, P.2, K.2) three 
times, P.2, K.I. 

Repeat the 2nd and 3rd rows eight times, then the 2nd row 
once. 

Using the No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row.— K.I, P.2, (K.6, P.3) three times, K.50, P.3, 
(K.6, P.3) twice, K.6. P.2, K.I. 

2nd row. — K.3, (P.6, K.3) three times, P.50, K.3, (P.6, K.3) 
three times. 

3rd row. — K.I, P.2, • Twist, P.3, repeat from • twice, K.50, 
P.3, (Twist, P.5) twice, Twist, P.2, K.I. 

4th cow. — Like the 2nd row. 



Continue in pattnn, as given from to ***, until the

Cast oil 9 stitches at the beginning of each of the next 2 rows. 
Continue in pattern without shaping until the work measures 
1 5 inches from the commencement. 

In the next row, work 38 stitches in pattern, cast off 16 
stitches, work in pattern to the end of the row. 

Work on the last 38 stitches as follows: — 

Keeping the continuity of the pattern, decrease once at the 
neck edge in every row, until 29 stitches remain. 

Continue in pattern without shaping until the work measures 

17 inches from the commencement, ending at the neck edge. 
Shape for the shoulder as follows; — 

1st row. — Work in pattern to the last 10 stitches, turn. 

2nd row. — Work in pattern to the end of the row. 

3rd row. — Work in pattern to the last 20 stitches, turn. 

4th row. — Like the 2nd row. Cast off. 

Join in the wool at the centre front, and work to correspond 
with the other side. 

THE BACK. — Work exactly as given for the Front, until 
the stitches have been cast off at the under'arm. 

Continue in pattern without shaping until the arm'holes 
measure the same as the Front arm'holes. 

Shape for the shoulders as follows: — 

1st and 2nd rows. — Work in pattern to the last 10 stitches, 
turn. 

3rd and 4th rows. — Work in pattern to the last 20 stitches, 
turn. 

5th and 6th rows. — Work in pattern to the last 29 stitches, 
turn. 

7ih row. — Work in pattern to the end of the row. Cast off. 

THE SLEEVES. — Using the No. 12 Needles, cast on 
44 stitches. 

1st row. — * K.2, P.2. repeat from * to the last 4 stitches, 
K.2, P.l, K.I. 

Repeat this row for 1} inches. 

Using the No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — Increase once in the first stitch, knit plain to the 
last 2 stitches, increase once in the next stitch, K.I. 

2nd row.' — K.I, purl to the last stitch, K.I. 

Continue working in plain, smooth fabric, increasing once 
at each end of the needle in every 8th row, until there are 
60 stitches on the needle. 

Continue without shaping until the work measures 9 inches 
from the commencement. 

Decrease once at each end of the needle in every row until 

18 stitches remain. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in the same manner. 

THE NECK-BAND.- -Sew up the Right Shoulder seam. 
Using the No. 12 Needles, and with the right side of the 
work facing, knit up 96 stitches evenly round the neck. 

1st row. — * K.2, P.2, repeat from * to the last 4 stitches, 
K.2, P.l. K.I. 

Repeat this row eight times. Cast off loosely in rib. 

THE LEG BANDS. — Sew up the side scams. 

Using the No. 12 Needles, with the right side of the work 
facing, knit up 96 stitches evenly round the leg opening. 

1st row. — * K.2, P.2, repeat from * to the last 4 stitches, 
K.2, P.l, K.I. Repeat this row eight times. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

Work the other Leg'Band in the same manner. 

TO MAKE UP THE ROMPERS. -With a slightly damp 
cloth and warm iron, press lightly. Sew up the Left Shoulder 
seam for inches. Sew up the sleeve seams. Sew in the 
sleeves, placing seam to seam. Work I row of d.c. round 
the neck opening, making 2 button'hole loops on the front 
edge. Sew on buttons to correspond with the loops. Work 
3 rows of d.c. along the lower edges of the crutch, and sew 
the press studs in position. Sew the motif in position at the 
centre front or, using the Contrasting Wool, embroider as 
illustrated.

Repeat the 1st row nine times 
2Ist row. — Knit plain. 

22nd row. — K.l, purl to the last stitch. K.l. 

Repeat the 2Ist and 22nd rows four timei. 

Continue working in plain, 
smooth fabric, decreasing 
once at each end of the 
needle in the next and every 
following 12th row, until 124 
stitches remain. 

Continue in plain, smooth 
fabric without shaping until 
the work measures 22} inches 
from the commencement, 
ending with a plain row. 

In the next row, K.2 tog. 
(P.2 tog.) twenty-four times 
P.9, break off the wool and 
leave these stitches on a spare 
needle. 

Join in the wool and work 
across the remaining stitches

2nd row. — Work in pattern to the end of the row. Cast off. 
Join in the wool at the centre front, cast on 5 stitches to form 
an underlap, and work to correspond with the other side, 
omitting the button-holes and working the border and 
shapings at the oppu.Mte ends of the needle. 

THE BACK. — U.sing the No. 9 Needles, cast on 148 stitches. 
1st row. — Knit plain. 

Repeat this row nineteen times. 

21st row. — Knit plain. 

22nd row. — K.l, purl to the last stitch, K.l. 

Repeat the 21st and 22nd rows four times. 

Work exactly as given for the Front until the work measures 
22^ inches from the commencement, ending with a plain row. 
In the next row, K.2 tog., (P.2 tog.) twenty-four times, P.23, 
(P.2 tog.) twenty-four time.s, K.3 tog. (73 stitches). 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row.--* K.l. P.3, repeat from * to the last stitch, K.l. 
2nd row. — K.4, * P.l, K.3, repeat from * to the last stitch, 
K.l. Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows five times. 

Keeping the continuity of the pattern, cast off 3 stitches at 
the Mginning of each of the next 2 rows, then decrease once 
at each end of the needle in the next and every alternate 
row, until 77 stitches remain. 

Continue in pattern without shaping until the arm-holes 
measure the same as the Front arm-holes. 

Shape for the shoulders as follows: — 

1st and 2nd rows. — Work in pattern to the last 8 stitches, 
turn, 

3rd and 4th rows. Work in pattern to the last 16 stitches, 
turn. 

5th row. — Work in pattern to the end of the row. Cast off. 

THE SLEEVES. Using the No. 11 Needles, cast on 
36 stitches. 

1st row. — K.2, * P.l, K.l, repeat from • to the end of the 
row. Repeat this row eleven times. 

Using the No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row.— Knit plain. 

2nd row. — K.l. purl to the last stitch, K.l. 

Continue working in plain, smooth fabric, increasing once 
at each end of the needle in the next and every following 
6th row, until there are 48 stitches on the needle. 

Continue without shaping until the work measures 7 inches 
from the commencement. 

Decrease once at each end of the needle in every row until 
24 stitches remain. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in the same manner. 

THE COLLAR. — Sew up the shoulder seams. 

With the wrong side of the work facing, and using the 
No. 1 1 Needles, knit up 76 stitches evenly round the neck, 
commencing 6 stitches in from the Left Front edge, and 
ending 6 stitches in from the Right Front edge. 

1st row.- K.l. purl to the last stitch. K.l. 

2nd row. — Knit plain. Repeat these 2 rows five times. 
13th row. — Cast on 8 stitches, knit plain to the end of the 
row. 

14th row. — Cast on 8 stitches, knit plain to the end of the 
row. Repeat the 2nd row four times. C^t off. 

TO MAKE UP THE KICKING BAG. -With a slightly 

damp cloth and warm iron, press lightly. Sew up the side 
seams, overwrapping the Garter Stitch borders at each end. 
Sew up the sleeve seams. Sew in the sleeves, placing seam 
to seam. Sew the Garter Stitch borders of the collar in 
position. Sew the underlap in position and sew on the 
small buttons to correspond with the •button-holes. Sew on 
the medium buttons to correspond with the button-holes at 
the lower edge. Embroider as illustrated.

Sew up the back seam for 
2* inches. Using the No. 10 Needles, with the right side 
of the work facing, knit up 82 stitches along the lower edge 
of the Bonnet.

Proceed as follows: — 5 ch., turn, * miss 
I d.c., I tr. into next d.c., I ch., repeat from * to the end 
Thread the ribbon through the beading.
